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EXAMINATIONS. 


The  new  UnirerBity  Local  Examinations  have  beyond 
doubt  done  thia  good  semce.  Ttey  have  attracted  much 
attention  to  a  reiy  important  matter,  and  hj  meaiiB  of  the 
criticisins  and  letters  which  have  appeared  on  the  subject, 
have  bronght  much  valuable  truth  to  light. 

The  impression  that  they  will  do  ^;ood  on  the  whole  seems 
to  be  very  geneisl;  but  persons  in  discussing  whether  or  not 
they  will  effect  the  ends  for  which  they  were  designed  have 
fbnnd  that  they  were  by  no  means  agreed  as  to  what  those 
ends  were,  or  upon  the  character  in  which  the  University 
entered  on  the  undertaking. 

If  ow  it  is  no  disparagement  to  the  original  measure  or  to 
its  first  promoters  to  suppose  that  it  was  devised  and  put  into 
execution,  before  people  were  at  all  agreed  on  the  theory  of 
the  scheme  to  which  thev  gave  their  support  for  its  practical 
value.  Such  a  mode  of  proceeding  is  by  no  means  foreign 
to  onr  English  ways,  and  carries  with  it  no  auguiy  of  ill 
success. 

The  new  Examination  Statute  was  passed  at  Oxford  with 
some  precipitation,  in  order  to  meet  a  want  which  was  repre* 
sented  as  widely  felt  and  pressing,  and  as  the  scheme  might 
have  lost  more  from  its  authors  uiling  to  take  advantage  of 
the  popular  favour  which  greeted  its  birth,  than  it  wouldnave 
gainedT  from  being  let  to  grow  into  a  more  perfect  shape,  we 
conclude  that  the  Oxford  delegates  acted  rightly  in  urging  it 
forward.  Cambridge,  however,  has  acted  deliberately.  It  is 
true  the  ground-plan  of  the  design  had  been  drawn  by  Oxford, 
or  rather  by  those  who  went  to  the  Univoraity,  saying,  "  This 
is  what  we  want;"  but  as  we  obliterated  some  of  its  main 
lines  and  laid  down  others,  we  must  be  answerable  for  the 
scheme  as  it  stands. 

In  what  light  then,  it  is  asked,  do  you  regard  these 
Kxaminations,  and  in  what  capacity  do  you  carry  tuem  on  ? 
In  reply  to  these  queries  we  say  as  iollows : — 
Most  oi  the  higher  class  schools  in  this  country,  either  in 
obedience  to  statutes  or  because  they  find  it  desirable,  are 
examined  yearly  sometimes  throughout,  but  more  commonly 
aa  regards  the  upper  forms  only,  by  Masters  of  Arts  fit>m  the 
Universities;  this  practice  has  been  found  a  very  beneficial 
one,  both  in  giving  confidence  to  the  public  and  affording

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Thon^li  it  vas  sofficieDtlv  obvioiu  from  the  first  that  the 
great  majori^  of  the  succeaaml  candidates  in  this  examination 
would  belong  to  this  class,  I  etill  felt  it  to  be  a  matter  of 
interest  in  the  last  examination  to  observe  also  the  general 
character  of  the  other  candidates.  In  casting  one's  eye  over 
the  class  with  which  I  was  brought  more  immediately  in  con- 
tact— the  mathematical  class — one  could  not  fail  to  observe 
the  almost  entire  absence  of  that  kind  of  look  and  manner 
which  nnmistakeablv  indicate  the  want  of  habitual  association 
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may  belong  to  the  mathematical  tastes  and  tendencies  of  that 
Univeraity.  And  it  is  well  that  it  shonld  be  ao.  But  upon 
the  whole,  the  course  of  mathematical  reading  in  our  own

ceed  more  from  the  pure  love  of  it  than  from  the  motive  wh 
a  commercial  view  (if  I  may  so  speak)  of  competitiTe  exai 
nations  afibrds.  Yomtg  student^,  as  well  as  older  men,  ^ 
act  reiy  natorally,  and  in  nmneroos  cases  very  prudently. 
accordiuice  with  the  dictates  of  that  worldly  wisdom  wh 
snggests  the  value  of  the  means  of  daily  comfort  and  in 
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most  effectually,  if  they  work  indepeudently.  The  resig- 
nation of  independence  might  indeed  untie  the  knot  of  the 
difficulty,  aa  regards  local  adaptation :  but  the  tension  and 
force  of  the  enterprise  would  be  relaxed,  (i,)  Another  course, 
convenient  at  first  sight,  would  be  that  the  UniTersities 
should  divide  the  country  between  them,  each  taking  one 
half.  But  this  would  be  hardly  loyal  either  to  the  Coantry 
or  to  the  Universities  themselves.  The  inflaence  of  both 
Seats  of  Learning  is  diffused  everywhere.  The  associations 
of  each  interpenetrate  those  of  the  other:  and  the  more  this 
is  the  case  on  the  ground  which  Ve  are  surveying,  the  better 
for  us  all:  nor  is  it  likely  that  any  local  group  of  schools 
could  resolve  to  limit  itself  to  an  exclusive  connection  either 
with  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  {c.  d.)  Next  we  have  Jhe  plans  of 
alternate  half-years  or  alternate  years,  the  local  centres  be- 
ing presumed  the  same,  or  nearly  the  same.     The  Memorial 
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been  able  in  some  respects  to  improve  upon  it.  What  ia 
really  wanted  is;  that  the  two  schemes  should  have  the  same 
general  import  and  significance  in  the  eyes  of  the  public': 
and  it  appears  to  me  that  this  can  be  easily  accomplished  by 
means  of  reasonable  concessions  on  both  sides. 

The  changes  requisite  to  produce  a  sufGcient  assimilation 
are  not  numerous.  I  venture  to  suggest  three  concessions  on 
the  part  of  Cambridge,  and  three  on  the  part  of  Oxford. 
I.  1.  The  degree  in  which  Cambridge  prescriDes  books  to  the 
candidates  appears  to  me  excessive,  and  productive  of  serious 
evil.  If  books  must  be  prescribed,  there  is  no  reason  why 
they  should  be  changed  m>m  year  to  year.  What  is  good  in 
one  year  for  one  set  of  boys,  is  good  in  another  year  for 
another  set  in  the  same  stage  of  progress.  But  I  would 
rather  see  no  books  prescribed  at  all :  in  other  words,  I  prefer, 
in  this  respect,  the  Oxford  to  the  Cambridge  plan.  It  is  a 
serious  thing  for  a  Schoolmaster,  who  has  deliberately  ar- 
ranged a  course  of  reading  for  his  boys,  to  find  his  machinery  ' 
put  out  of  gear  by  the  introduction  of  a  novelty  having  refer- 
ence to  a  few  individuals.  Some  books,  indeed,  are  recog- 
nised as  subjects  of  course  for  junior  students :  and  it  might 
be  a  very  good  plan,  if  it  were  stated  in  a  stereotyped  pro- 
gramme that  one  passage  would  always  be  set  irom  some 
fixed  book  of  Ctesar  (say  the  first],  and  another  from  some 
other  book  of  Csesar, — one  passage  &om  some  fixed  book  of  the 
AnabasiB  (not  the  first),  and  another  &om  some  other  book  of 
the  Anabasis, — and  so  of  French  and  German,  if  authors  in 
those  languages  can  be  selected  with  equal  confidence.  In 
English,  Dean  Trench's  book  <mi  Words  is  well  worthy  to  be 
a  permanent  manual :  and  I  know  no  reason  why  Archbishop 
Whately's  little  book  on  Evidences  might  not  be  similarly 
adopted.  By  such  arrangements  as  these,  indnatrr,  on  the 
part  of  inferior  scholars,  would  reap  its  reward;  while  School- 
masters would  be  left  free  to  devise  and  adhere  to,  or  to 
modify,  their  own  methods  of  teaching  and  training :  and  as 
to  the  results,  however  attained,  it  is  certain  that  Oxford  and 
Cambridge  Examiners  would  be  very  well  able  to  test  them., 
I.  2.  As  in  the  last  particular,  so  in  the  arrangement  of  the 
most  sncceaaful  candidates,  each  Univeraify  has  deviated  from 
ita  tradition.  The  first  class  in  the  Oxford  List  is  in  order  of 
merit,  the  first  in  the  Cambridge  List  ii  alphabetical.  It 
seems  to  me  important  that  they  should  be  assimilated; 
and    I  would  suggest  that  the  concession  might  come  &om

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reall7,  an  enem^  to  Religion;  'since  it  presents  a  serious 
liindrsnce  to  the  incorporation  of  Keligions  knowledge  with 
other  knowled^.  IT  a  boy  is  to  be  placed  in  a  first  class  for 
a  good  acquaintance  with  Chemistry  and  Natural  Hietor^ 
alone,  or  ior  good  acholarship  in  Latin  and  French  alone, 
it  is  very  difficult  to  throw  a  number  of  marks  for  Divinity 
into  his  scale.  Thus  the  lessw  evil  supports  the  greater. 
If  once  they  are  felt  to  be  evils,  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  they 
will  be  allowed  to  fall. 

Many  other  subjects  remain,  bat  they  are  of  minor  im- 
portance; and  they  will  probably  find  an  easy  adjustment. 
If  the  aggregate  classification  is  adopted  by  both  Univer- 
sities, the  sections  and  subsections  of  subjects  in  the  pro- 
rmmes  may  perhaps  be  arranged  with  greater  simplici^. 
may  be  advisable  to  -assimilate  the  number  of  classes, 
though  this  is  of  no  ^eat  moment.  A  mutual  understanding 
between  the  Universities  as  to  modes  of  marking  would  tend 
to  give  confidence  to  the  country :  and  the  publication  of  a 
schedule  of  maximum  and  minimum  marks,  not  necessarily 
identical  in  the  two  cases,  would  be  a  great  boon  to  School- 
masters. K  there  is  any  discrepancy  in  the  mode  of  dealing 
with  particular  subjects,  that  iscrepancy  should  be  known. 
Boys  require  precise  instructions,  or  they  fall  into  confusion. 
I  may  mention  the  writing  out  of  Euclid,  in  full  or  with 
algebraical  symbols,  as  an  illuBtration  worthy  of  notice. 

But  my  paper  is  already  too  long.  The  Schoolmasters  are 
very  grateful  to  the  Universities  for  giving  them  this  system' 
of  examinations.  It  enables  them  to  discharge  their  duties 
better,  to  discover  defects,  to  introduce  improvements,  to  train 
their  papils  more  thoroughly.  It  ta  a  link  between  the  Uni- 
versities, to  which  moat  of  the  Schoolmasters  belong,  and 
those  Towns  and  Districts  in  which  they  are  labouring,  and 
the  wants  of  which  they  have  an  opportunity  of  knowing. 
It  is  a  welcome  link  between  the  tlniversities  themselves. 
At  the  meeting  to  which  I  have  alluded,  Mr  Gladstone  spoke 
of  "the  BSSOCiationB  of  reverence  and  affection  with  wnich 
every  Oxford  man  must  regard  the  University  of  Cambridge." 
Such  are  the  sentiments  of  every  true  son  of  Cajubndge 
towaidfl  the  University  of  Oxford. 
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versity  Lecturer,  would  then  at  least,  if  not  before,  give  his 
instroction  to  claasee,  instead  of  to  iadividuals ;  and  if  be 
were  appointed,  as  seems  most  desirable,  to  lecture  in  some 
special  branch  of  Classics  or  Mathematics,  having  his  atten- 
tion thns  coQ&ied  to  a  small  field,  he  would  be  far  more  likely 
to  aid  in  the  general  advance  of  knowledge  than  he  is  now 
when  his  strength  is  dissipated  npon  a  mnltitude  of  different 
snbjects.  It  will  probably  not  be  disputed,  that  an  arrange- 
ment by  which  the  lecturer  exchanges  {say}  eight  hours  of 
miscellaneous  reading  with  pupils  for  three  honrs  of  lecturing 
upon  the  same  or  cognate  subjects,  is  likely  to  be  productive 
of  great  advantage  both  to  science  and  to  himself.  But  it 
apj)ears  to  be  thought  that  such  an  arrangement  must  be 
injurious  to  the  pupils.  No  doubt  there  are  cases  of 
extraordinary  inaccuracy  in  which  the  individual  and  minute 
oversight  of  s  Tutor  may  be  necessary,  but  in  general  I 
believe,  that  as  far  as  Classics  are  concerned,  it  is  not  only 
more  interesting  and  stimulating  to  the  pupils  to  read  in  ,jyi^ 
classes,  bat  they  are  likely  to  suggest  things  to  one  another 
which  might  have  escaped  the  notice  of  the  tutor;  and  above 
all,  they  will  have  the  Tutor  at  his  beat,  after  he  has  thought 
well  over  the  subject,  which  they  may  be  sure  he  will  neither 
have  time  nor  inclination  to  do  if  he  takes  them  all  separately. 
As  to  the  size  of  such  classes,  the  number  of  studenta  m 
each  should  probably  not  exceed  ten,  and  of  course,  as  in 
the  case  of  other  University  lectures,  so  in  this,  opportunity 
should  be  given  to  the  students  to  consult  the  lecturer  in 
private,  if  it  were  so. desired.  It  might  even  be  advisable 
that  each  student  should  have  a  fixed  hour  for  such  private 
interview  once  or  twice  in  the  term.  Of  the  applicabili^ 
of  such  a  system  to  Mathematics,  I  cannot  speak  from  my 
own  experience,  but  the  long-continued  practice  of  the  most 
eminent  Mathematical  Tutor  in  the  University,  proves  that  it 
may  be  wisely  introduced  under  certain  circumstances.  How- 
ever this  may  be,  the  student  would  gain  one  undoubted 
advantage  in  the  lowering  of  the  fees  which  would  necessarily 
follow  from  the  proposed  change. 

I  have  now  pointed  out  four  distinct  objects  which  may 
be  attained  by  University  lectures  better  than  by  College 
lectures;  Ist,  instruction  in  subjects  which  lie  out  of  the 
University  course ;  2nd,  instruction  in  the  highest  and  most 
difficult  parts  of  subjects  which  enter  into  flie  University 
course;  3rd,  the  expounding  of  general  views  and  the  excite- 
ment of  interest  in  new  subjecte;  4th,  the  educational  teach- 
ing of  the  higher  class  of  students  throughout  the  University. 
In  the  first  two  cases  the  reason  for  preferring  Uniyersi^  to 
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efforts,  directiDg  them  to  the  most  promising  jtwci  of  a 
subject,  in  a  word  organizing  the  forces  of  the  University 
either  with  a  view  to  the  opening  up  of  regions  of  knowledge 
88  jet  bnt  partially  explored,  or  at  least  to  facilitate  the 
investigations  of  future  explorers.  Nothing  would  tend  so 
much  to  produce  that  division  of  intellectual  labour,  which  is 
so  much  needed  in  England,  as  such  a  general  superintendence 
over  the  literary  and  .scientific  activity  of  the  University. 
Finally,  Professorships  are  useful  as  supplying  places  for  men 
of  science  and  literature,  in  which  they  may  give  their  whole 
attention  to  their  special  studies  without  being  h^ratised  by 
the  cares  of  making  a  living.  As  this  has  been  generally 
allowed  to  be  a  reason  for  the  maintenance  of  Professorships, 
even  by  those  who  would  forbid  the  Professor  to  give  lectures, 
it  will  be  unnecessary  for  me  to  do  more  than  allude  to  the 
long  series  of  important  works  for  which  we  are  indebted  to 
Professors :  such,  I  mean,  as  the  writings  of  the  Scotch  school 
pf  Philosophers,  with  Adam  Smith  at  their  head ;  the  com- 
mentaries of  Blackstone,  the  lectures  of  Arnold,  Blunt,  Senior, 
and  others  far  too  numerous  to  mention. 

Assuming  the  value  of  a  Professoriate  to  have  been  thus 
proved,  first  as  affording  a  subsistence  to  scientific  or  literary 
persons,  whose  talents  might  otherwise  be  lost  to  the  nation, 
secondly  as  propagating  an  interest  in  the  subjects  of  the 
lectures  by  unofficial  channels,  thirdly,  as  spreading  a  know- 
ledge of  those  subjects  by  the  four  kinds  of  lectures  above 
specified,  we  have  next  to  ask  whether  any  change  is  required 
amongst  us  either  as  regards  the  number  or  the  salary  of 
Professors. 

To  deal  first  with  the  question  of  salary;  it  appears 
essential  that  each  Professor's  stipend  should  be  such  as  to 
enable  him  to  reside  in  the  University,  and  devote  his  entire 
attention  to  the  prosecution  of  that  branch  of  science  or  litera- 
ture of  which  he  is  the  representative.  As  a  general  rule  such 
stipend  can  scarcely  be  fixed  at  less  than  £500,  but  an  excep- 
tion may  perhaps  be  made  in  the  case  of  the  two  Professors  of 
Medicine,  whose  scientific  usefulness  will  not  suffer  from  the 
addition  of  professional  practice.  Perhaps  too  the  Professor- 
ships of  Music  and  of  Archteology  might  continue  to  be  paid 
at  a  somewhat  lower  rate  until  the  University  shall  have 
further  funds  at  its  disposal.  The  second  point  to  be  dis- 
cussed is  whether  any  changes  are  needed  in  the  duties  of  the 
I*rofeBsors,  or  any  addition  to  their  number  required.  It  is 
■with  great  diffidence  I  venture  to  put  forward  any  snggestion 
on  a  subject  which  has  been  so  much  controverted,  but  it 
seetns  to  me  that  we  require  at  least  four  new  Professorships :

Now  tliB  Commissioners  have  proposed  to  raise  fimds  for 
the  payment  of  Professors  by  a  tax  of  5  per  cent,  on  the  dis- 
tributable income  of  the  Colleges',  Li  the  Report  of  the 
First  Commission,  p.  197,  the  probable  gross  income  of  the 
Colleges  is  stated  at  £185000.  If  we  calculate  the  distri- 
butable income  at  J  of  this,  we  shall  probably  not  be  far 
wrong.  This  would  make  the  distributable  income  £138750, 
and  5  per  cent,  on  this  latter  will  equal  £6937  10^.  Oi!^.,  falling 
short  of  the  fimd  required  by  more  than  £900.  It  seems 
probable,  however,  that  the  Commissioners  have  taken  a  low 
estimate  of  the  gross  revenue  of  the  Colleges,  so  that  the  sum 
left  for  the  University  to  make  up  from  other  sources  of  in- 
come would  be  somewhat  less  than,  £900.  Besides  this  the 
University  will  have  to  provide  whatever  sums  may  be  judged 
needful  for  the  purposes  of  lecture-rooms  and  museums.  From 
these  considerations  it  will  perhaps  appear  that  the  proposed 
tax  is  not  of  exorbitant  amount,  provided  the  olject  to  which 
it  is  to  be  devoted  is  thought  worthy  of  some  degree  of  self- 
sacrifice  on  tht  part  of  the  Colleges.  The  present  paper  is  an 
attempt  to  show  that  this  object  is  worthy  of  such  sacrifice 
both  from  an  educational  and  a  scientific  point  of  view.

V.    ON  THE  PROPOSED  SCHOOL  OF  PRACTICAL 
SCIENCE   IN  CAMBRIDGE. 

A  P\FE&  OB  this  subject  containing  an  account  of  the  scheme 
proposed  in  Occanonal  Faptrt,  No.  2,  was  read  by  Mr  Latham 
at  the  MeetiDK  of  the  Association  fqr  the  Promotion  of 
Social  Science  held  at  Bradford  in  October  last. 

Encouraging  communicati6n8  on  this  subject  have  been 
received  from  various  quarters.  Mr  G.  Robertson,  F.R.S.G.^ 
F.C.S,,  resident  engineer  at  the  Leith  Docks,  has  been  so 
kind  as  to  favour  us  with  the  following  valuable  remarks : 

"  Having  had  the  benefit  of  an  education  very  similar  to 
that  outlined  in  your  paper,  I  am  enabled  to  give  you  some 
practical  suggestions  on  the  subject,  which  you  are  welcome 
to  use  in  any  way  you  like  in  the  promotion  of  so  laudable 
an  object, 

"From  1847  to  1850  I  was  educated  at  Putney  College, 
and  there  acquired  information,  useful  to  a  civil  engineer, 
which  I  should  never  have  obtained  afterwards  on  works,  or 
found  time  or  opportunities  to  study  in  private. 

"  This  knowledge  was  not  so  much  perhaps  in  the  sub- 
jects more  immediately  connected  with  the  profession,  as 
drawing,  surveying,  &c.  (which  can,  more  or  less,  be  acquired 
afterwards  as  a  pupil),  as  in  those  studies  which  ground  a 
student  in  general  science,  which  every  engineer  in  after  life 
has  to  be  well  up  in. 

"  Mathematics,  Geology,  and  Chemistry,  I  consider  the 
foundation  of  a  first-rate  engineering  education^  At  Putney 
they  were  to  be  most  thoroughly  learnt  (by  those  who  chose) 
under  Cowie,  Ansted,  and  Lyon  Playfair. 

"  Chemistry  has  been  especially  useful  to  me ;  and,  by 
my  knowledge  of  it,  I  was  enabled  in  1858  to  write  a  paper 
for  the  Institution  of  Civil  Engineers  on  '  Hydraulic  Mortar,' 
which  gained  a  Telford  medal^  and  which  never  cuuld  have 
been  writtfin  by  information  acquired  ordy  in  the  office,  even 
of  the  moat  distinguished  engineers ;  and  yet,  which  waa  on 
a  subject  eminently  useful  to  the  profession.  Chemistry  is 
the  giant  science  of  the  day ;  and,  though  it  is  almost  impos- 
sible for  a,  civil  engineer  to  keep  up  with  it  as  a  practical 
chemist,  yet  he  may  keep  up  such  acquaintance  with  it  as 
.  will  enable  him  to  understand,  and  take  adwitage  of,  many 
things  he  meets  with  professionally:  and,  at  all  events,  he 
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will  be  a  weU-informed  man,  which  goea  a  long  w»y  tovardfl 
snccesB  in  any  profeeaion. 

"  The  great  mistake  made  by  Patney  etodents,  and  which 
accounts  for  so  few  being  heard  of  in  the  profession,  was 
attempting  to  start  on  their  own  account  as  civil  engineera, 
only  OQ  the  knowledge  acquired  there,  withoat  having  passed 
through  a  pupilage.  Trying  to  climb  over  the  wall,  instead 
of  gomg  in  at  the  door.  This  mistake  I,  under  wise  guid- 
ance, fortunately  avoided ;  and  was  articled  to  a  resident 
engineer  on  the  works  of  the  late  Mr  Rendel.  At  that  time 
Mr  Rendel  was  not  taking  any  pupils  himself;  but,  when  my 
articles  were  out,  he  employed  me  without  intermispion  till 
his  death.  Latterly  Mr  Kendel  resumed  taking  pupils,  and 
acknowledged  the  value  of  a  good  education  by  requiring  &« 
premium  from  those  who  had  taken  a  degree  at  College.  He 
thus  acquired  firat-rate  men ;  and,  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
had  more  than  one  Cambridge  Wranglfir  in  his  office. 

"  A  lower  premium,  and  perhaps  shorter  pnpilage,  are 
concessions  which  civil  engineers  would  be  wise  to  grant  to 
well  educated  men,  instead  of  setting  their  faces  (gainst 
College  education.  They  would  get  lower  premiums  cer- 
tainly, bat  better  men. 

"  The  great  obstacles  to  the  combination  of  a  scientific 
education  with  a  practical  one  arc  the  expense  and  the  appa- 
rently late  period  at  which  the  student  begins  to  earn  iiis 
living.  I  say  apparently,  because  it  is  really  early  in  com- 
parison ^th  the  'learned'  profeaaions.  Besides,  as  a  gene- 
ral role,  when  a  aalary  is  to  oe  got  in  a  profession  at  an  early 
age,  as  in  Government  offices,  promotion  is  slow  afterwards ; 
and,  in  this  caae,  it  is  not  '  the  early  bird  that  gathers 
most  straw.' 

"  I  would  strongly  urge  the  importance  of  giving  the 
scientific  education  frst,  and  the  practical  one  afterwards ; 
not  only,  because  a  man  should  learn  the  reasons  of  things 
first;  but  because  pupilage  is  the  d^or  into  the  profession 
which  it  is  unwise  ever  to  shut  afterwards.  The  premium  is 
given  not  only  for  information  but  for  patronage  and  connec- 
tion. 

"I  doubt  if  the  combination  {alluded  to  in  page  12') 
of  the  scientific  and  practical,  by  pupils  at  periods  attending 
the  Universities,  would  be  permitted  by  most  engineers."

It  will  be  seen  b}r  reference  to  the  foregoing  Tables  that  the 
somber  of  candidates  presenting  themselves  at  the  Local  Exami- 
nations of  the  University  of  (^mbriiige  has  increased  l^  more 
than  100  as  compared  with  last  year.  There  are  a  few  candidates 
not  comprised  in  the  above  Tables,  owing  to  their  papers  not 
having  been  received  in  the  proper  form  when  the  Tables  were 
made  out.  It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  thcee  who  decline  the 
Examination  in  Religious  Knowledge  are  fewer  than  last  year, 
although  the  whole  number  of  candidates  is  considerably  greater. 
There  are  but  eleven  who  decline  this  branch  of  the  Exajnination. 

It  appears  that  the  Examinations  of  the  two  Universities 
attract  somewhat  different  classes  of  schools.  —  The  Grammar 
Schools  seem  to  prefer  the  Camhridge  Examination,  probably  both 
because  an  Examination  in  December  does  not  interfere  wi(£  their 
own  Examinations,  and  because  the  higher  limit  of  age  for  tlie 
Junior  Students  is  better  suited  for  a  higher  class  of  schools.

CAMBEIDGE  UNION  SOCIETY. 


Thb  Committee  appointed  in  March  last  (1850),  to  ezamins 
respecting  the  I^lnances  of  tbe  Union  Society,  and  in  May  last 
authorised  to  take  new  rooms  for  the  Society,  submit  the  following 
third  report  respecting  the  several  matters  of  their  office. 

Immediately  after  tbe  Society  had  resolved  to  remove  to  new 
premises,  the  necessary  notice  to  quit  the  rooms  in  Park  Street  at 
tbe  expiration  (at  Midsummer,  1891,)  of  the  year's  tenancy,  was 
given  to  tbe  Landlord  by  tbe  Secretary,  and  accepted. 

Tbe  Qommittee  then  determined  ijpon  certain  general  instruc- 
tions respecting  tbe  alteratioas  of  the  premises  in  Green  Street ; 
these  instructions  directed  tbe  elevation  of  tbe  galleries,  tbe  sub> 
stitation  of  open  iron-work,  for  their  front  panels  of  wood;  the 
subetitatjon  of  window-sashes,  with  the  lower  panes  frosted,  and  of 
increased  size ;  the  appropriation  of  the  galleries  to  the  Libraiy ; 
and  tbe  partitioning  off  a  Clerks'  room,  and  a  writing-room. 

With  respect  to  other  alterations,  and  their  details,  tbe  two 
gentlemen  appointed  to  superintend  tbe  works,  were  advised  to 
use  their  discretion ;  but  to  consult  Irom  time  to  tipie  with  the 
President  of  the  Society,  and  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee. 

The  Committee  also  resolved,  that  offers  to  tender  for  the  works 
should  be  sent  to  four  builders  at  least;  and  that  tbe  contract 
should  contain  a  clause  providing  that  tbe  contractor  should 
receive,  for  tbe  work  contracted  to  be  done,  no  more  than  tbe

■eriotuljr  diMUMed;  *nd  the  Superintendent!  in  Cambridge, 
deeming  it  quite  impoanble  to  complete  the  worka  in  a  aatia&ctoty 
and  Bconomica]  maniter,  withont  an  outlay  grsatlj  exceeding  that 
originally  contemplated,  determined  to  take  on  themBelves  the 
reeponaibiljty  of  incorring  expenses,  of  which  particolara  are  given 
in  their  Report  (hereto  annexed)  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  ExecntoTB  of  Mr.  Neirby  have,  at  the  instance  of  the 
Baperintendents,  entered  into  an  engagement  in  writtng,  to  let  to 
the  Society  for  £30.  per  annam,  the  whole  of  the  adjoining  pre-^ 
miees  at  present  occupied  as  llrery  stables ;  including  the  two  ad- 
ditional rooms  aboTO  referred  to ;  and  to  canse  the  oocnpier  of  the 
atables,  to  remove  at  the  end  of  six  months.  Considmng  that 
under  this  arrangement  the  Society  could  let  the  stables  for  stores. 
Of  other  unobjectionable  purposes  for  :C30.  a  year,  and  wonld  then 
have  a  right  to  erect  gates  entirely  shutting  off  the  stable  yard, 
the  Committee  recommend  the  Society  to  consider  the  proposaL 

The  Committee,  though  aware  that  it  is  unusual  to  commend 
the  labms  of  members  of  their  own  body,  cannot  refrsip  from 
noticing  the  incessant  and  excessive  exertions  of  the  Rev.  A.  R> 
AsswELL,  of  Cains  College,  and  Mr.  A.  Cobbv,  of  Magdalen 
Cdlege,  in  supOTntending  the  works;  and  the  great  additional 
labors  which  the  Clerks  of  the  Society  voluntarily  imposed  on 
themselves,  in  order  to  bring  the  alterations  of  the  present  rooms 
to  a  satufactory  completion.

In  execndon  of  the  contract,  the  old  gslleriei  of  the  chapel  bar- 
ing to  be  remoTed  and  horizontal  galleriei  Bubatitated,  the  dif- 
ference in  their  elevation  rendered  new  colomna  necewarj ;  we 
therefore  aelected  iron  as  ibar  material  in  preference  to  wood,  as 
being  of  eqnal  cost,  and  saperior  lightness  in  appearance.  A 
pattern  was  supplied  to  Mr.  Hoch,  by  whom  the  present  columns 
were  cast.  The  lower  floor  was  then  made  good  in  all  points,  it 
wis  carefully  levelled  and  all  interstioes  stopped,  partitions  were 
erected  dividing  the  Debating-rooro  from  the  clerks'  room,  and 
from  the  writtng-room;  the  old  wood^work  being  used  for  this 
purpose.  The  window  sashes  were  replaced  bj  those  now  in  use, 
which  have  been  partially  frosted,  and  the  plastering  of  the  ceilings 
and  sturcase  completed. 

We  next  sdected  a  stove  adequate  to  the  warming  of  the  whole 
room ;  and  a  railing  for  the  gallery,  which  should  be  as  elegant  as 
possible  without  being  expenuve. 

These  principal  alterations  in  the  fabric  being  concluded,  we 
employed  H>.  Jcrrold  and  Mr.  Gray  (the  carpenter  and  builder 
usually  employed  by  the  Society)  m  fitting  ap  the  rooms  for  the 
Society's  occupancy.  The  book-shelves  of  the  old  library  were 
removed,  and  adapted  with  some  additions  to  the  new  galleries. 
The  platfbrms  used  during  tbe  debates  were  also  removed,  and 
fixed  permanently  along  the  sides  of  the  new  room  ;  tbe  platform 
for  tbe  President's  chair  was  erected ;  the  iron-work  and  window 
sashes  painted,  and  tbe  remaining  wood>worit  grained.  A  carpet 
was  selected  and  laid  down  on  Russia  matting :  tbe  writbg-room 
partially  carpetted,  the  rest  of  the  rooms  were  laid  down  with 
cocoa-nut  matting ;  and  the  partition  between  the  writing-room  and 
galleries,  <»)veredwith  canvass  and  oak-grained  paper.  The  busts 
were  washed,  and  placed  on  brackets  in  the  new  rooms,  the 
President's  platform  and  table,  as  also  tbe  fronts  of  tbe  raised 
platforms,  were  covered  with  red  cloth ;  and  a  curtain  hong  at  the 
further  extremity  of  the  room.  Three  of  the  large  tables  were 
divided  lengthwise ;  forming  six  narrow  tables  snited  to  the  galleries ; 
and  by  the  general  arrangement  of  the  furniture,  property  to  the

LENT- TERM,  1851. 


Your  Secretary  for  tlie  Lent  Term,  while  regretting  the 
immediate  pressure  of  debt  incurred  on'  entering  upon  the  neir 
premises,  is  yet  irilling  to  hope  that,  owing  to  the  diminution  of 
the  annual  expenditure,  and  the  large  amount  realized  by  the 
Toluntary  subscription,  the  Society  will  before  very  long  be  freed 
from  every  embarrassment ;  at  the  same  time — since  the  attempt 
to  borrow  money  sufficient  to  pay  the  most  ui^nt  of  your  creditors 
has  unfortunately  failed — it  is  most  desirable  that  fresh  efforts  be 
made  by  )'our  members,  and  fresh  donations  be  added  to  those 
which  have  already  been  most  liberally  given. 

Your  Secretary  is  happy  to  congratulate  the  Society  on  the 
interest  wliich  continues  to  be  taken  in  the  Debates;  and  which  i» 
evinced  by  the  large  attendance  on  several  occasions:  he  only 
wishes  there  had  been  a  corresponding  increase  of  new  speakers  to 
take  the  place  of  those  who  have  now  left  the  University.  The 
following  improvements  and  alteratioiu  have  been  made  during 
the  past  term :  the  rooms  have  been  more  efiectually  lighted,  id 
accordance  with  a  motion  carried  on  the  I8th  of  February ;  it  was 
at  one  time  contemplated  to  substitute  the  "  Bude  Light,"  but  the 
expense  was  so  great  that  the  idea  was  at  length  abandoned  :— the 
present  lights  have  cost  about  £^.,  which  sum  will,  however,  soon  be 
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"AManufd  of  tbe  Differential  Cftlculiu;"  presented  by 

HoHBRSHAH  Coz,  Esq.,  Jesm  Coll. 
A  Bust  of  "CaQoing,"  with  bracket,  presented  by  "W. 
Q.  Vbrnok  Harcourt,  £eq  ,  Trin.  Coll, 
Bat  although,  besides  tbe  books  voted  for  tbe  Society,  your 
Library  has  been  thus  enriehed,  your  Secretary  r^rets  that  the 
number  of  boolu  lost  each  term  neaHy  amounts  in  value  to  those 
purebased ;  and  thus  tbe  Ubrary  scarcely  increases,  whilst  a  con- 
siderable sum  of  money  is  e:tpended : — no  fewer  than  eight  Tolumes 
have  disappeared  during  ibe  past  term,  three  of  which,  breaking 
into  sets  of  complete  workSf  ore  not  easily  replaced.  Your  Secre- 
tary would  recommend  a  more  careful  attendoa  on  the  part  of 
members,  to  tbe  necessity  of  entering  tbe  names  of  works  taken 
out  by  them. 

Your  Secretary  takes  Ibis  o]^rtnnity  of  repeating  with  his 
predetjcssors  in  office,  that  be  has  received  much  assistance  from 
both  tbe  Clerks  in  everything  connected  with  the  Library ;  and 
bas  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  their  attention  and  activity. 

In  conclusion,  he  ventures  to  express  a  hope  that  tbe  debt  may 
soon  be  cleared  off,  and  the  Society  be  enabled  more  effectually  to 
supply  the  various  wants  of  its  Members.

The  Btanding  Committee  have  great  satisfaction  in  directing 
the  attention  of  the  Sodetj  to  the  fact,  that  whereas  in  the  laat 
year  of  the  Society's  occupation  of  its  former  rooms,  the  income 
exceeded  the  expenditure  by  little  more  than  £2 :  in  the  first  year 
of  occupation  of  the  new  rooms  the  excess  over  expenditure  has 
been  very  nearly  £200.  As  the  greater  part  of  this  excess  arises 
from  permanent  causes,  the  Standing  Committee  are  of  opinion 
that  the  removal  to  the  new  rooms  wtU  enable  the  Society  to 
liquidate  the  whole  of  its  debt  in  the  course  of  a  very  few  yean.

SENATE-HOUSE  EXAMINATION  PAPERS,

^ut  Eiizabetb's  Appointment  has  been  kept  ever  fince. 

Obfervathns  on  E  D  w  a  r  d'i  Statutes. 

I.  r?'  R  O  M  all  thefc  Particulars,  and  many  more  for  Brevity  omitted,  it 
J/    plainly  appears,   that  wherever  Elizabeth  differs  ftom  Edward^  her 
Rules  have  been  obferved  ^  but  his  not  in  any  one  In(hinoc,  as  all  the  Coll^ 
Books  teftify  ever  fince  1560. 

II.  The  Mafter  and  Seniors  are  empowered  by  Statute  to  determine  any 
.  Doubt  about  the  true  Meaning  of  their  Statutes,  in  all  the  Books  fince  1 5^60. 

No  doubt  has  been  railed  and  determined  about  Edward \  but  about  Eliza- 
beth only. 

III.  The  pre(cnt  Bifliop  of  Elys  Agents  have  had  fi"ee  Pcrmiflion  to  per- 
ufe  or  tranfcribe  all  and  every  Book  or  Paper,  in  the  College  Cuftody.  They 
have  ran(ackcd  every  Thing,  and  it  is  apprehended  they  cannot  now  (hew  in 
anyonelndance^  that  in  any  Book  or  Paper  fince  i5'6o.  Edward^s  are  acknow- 
ledged, referred  to,  or  mentioned ;  or  that  any  Bifhop  of  Ely  is  once  menti- 
oned in  all  thofe  Books  as  a  College  Vifitor.* 

IV.  The  Bifliops  of  Ely  are  Vifitors  of  three  Colleges,  St.  John's^  J^fi^j 
and  Peter-houfe :  And  the  Bifliops  Archives  are  fiiU  of  Inftances,  where  they 
have  vifited  thofe  Colleges.  But  can  it  be  flicwn  by  one  Line^  in  all  the  Bi- 
fliop's  Regifters,  that  any  of  his  Predeccffbrs  intermeddled  in  l^rinity  College 
from  If 60.  to  1 7 10.  a  whole  Century  and  a  half:  Nor  even  in  1710.  did 
the  then  Bifliop  intermeddle  as  general  Vifitor  of  the  College,  which  is  the 
prefcnt  Point  in  Controverfy,  but  as  fiippofed  Vifitor  of  the  Mafter.  The 
true  State  of  which  Cafe  will  be  afterwards  mentioned. 

V.  And 
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V.  And  yet  46  Stat,  Edw.  commands  the  Bifliops  to  vifit  once  in  three 
Years,  to  finifli  it  in  two  Days,  or  in  three  at  mod,  and  the  College  to  al- 
low him  4  /.  for  his  Charges.  How  is  it  credible,  that  all  the  fucceflive  Bi- 
fliops, from  1 5*60  till  now,  fliould  have  neglefted  their  Duty  impofed  on 
them  by  Royal  Command,  had  not  the  Notion  all  along  been,  that  Edward's 
Statutes  were  null  ? 

VI.  That  the  Original  (the  broad  Seal  taken  off)  has  been  preferved,  as  a 
Memorial  only,  and  a  Curiofity,  is  no  Argument,  that  they  were  in  Force  or 
publick  Ufe;  not  one  Fellow  of  the  College  now  alive  having  ever  (een 
them,  at  leaft  not  in  the  College  Cuftody.  And  though  every  Fellow  is,  by 
Elizabeth's  Statutes,  bound  to  fwear  to  obferve  all  the  Statutes  of  the  Col- 
lege, yet  no  one  is  ever  fwom  to  the  Obfervance  of  any  but  Elizabetb\ 
which  every  Fellow  at  his  Admiffion  fwears  to.  And  in  the  Commemorati- 
ons of  the  Founders  and  Benefaftors  of  the  College,  Elizabeth  only  is  com- 
memorated, for  giving  to  the  College  the  Laws  and  Statutes,  which  they  are 
governed  by.  The  Original  of  Edwards  Statutes  for  the  Univerfity,  has 
been  prefervcd  too  in  the  feme  Manner ;  but  of  no  more  Force  in  the  Uni- 
verfity, than  the  other  is  in  College,  tho*  no  otherwife  exprefly  abrogated, 
than  by  the  Broad  Seal's  being  taken  off:  Nay,  it  has  been  Time  immemo- 
rial in  private  Pofleflion,  nor  is  it  Part  of  the  Univerfity  Records. 

Vn. .  By  the  Change  of  Edward's  for  thofe  of  Elizabeth' s^  feveral  Perfons 
loft  Privileges  they  were  poflefled  of  before :  The  Bifliops  loft  their  Power  of 
Vifitation ;  the  three  Regii  Profejfores  loft  their  Liberty  to  marry,  and  yet 
hold  their  Fellowfliips ;  the  Civilians  and  Phyficians^  exempted  firom  taking 
Orders,  were  reduced  from  four  to  two ;  and  feveral  others  were  like  Sufferers. 
Is  it  credible,  that  neither  Bifliops  nor  any  of  the  reft  fliould  have  made  the 
leaft  Claim,  Proteftation  or  Difpute  about  their  loft  Privileges,  if  they  thought 
Edwards  Statute  to  be  ftill  in  Force  ?  And  yet  there's  not  the  leaft  Memo- 
jial  of  any  the  leaft  Oppofition. 

VIII.  But  it  hath^en  feid  of  late,  that  although  Edwards  are  abrogated* 
in  thofe  Particulars,  where  Elizabeth  enads  fomething  contrary,  yet  where 
flic  does  not,  Edward^s  have  been  both  in  Force  and  Praftice.  This  is  a 
great  Miftake,  there  are  feveral  Things  in  Edward's  not  contradifted,  but  only 
dropp'd  by  Elizabeth^  and  yet  none  of  them  hath  been  fince,  or  is  now  in 
pradice.  Edward  appoints  Weekly  Purveyors  of  Commons ;  Elizabeth  is 
filent  about  them.  Edward  appoints  an  Oflicer  JEdituus  Sacer  to  look  after, 
the  Sick  and  the  Dying;  Elizabeth  is  filent.  Edward  enads,  that  no  more 
Fellows  or  Scholars  than  three  be  chofen  out  of  one  County;  Elizabeth  is 
filent.  Edward  prefcribes  an  Oath  to  Penfioners  and  Sizers ;  Elizabeth  is 
filent.  Edward  declares,  that  not  to  proceed  Batchelor  or  Doftor  in  Divi-^ 

nity 
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vinity  is  ihe  Foi-fciiuic  of  the  Fcllowlhip;  Elizabeths  filcnti  "but  that  vety 
'Silence  cxtingiiiflied  all  thofc  I-aws  of  EJwarJ,  not  one  of  them  appeanng 
in  life  lince  iffio.  Some  Cuftonns,  perhaps,  may  have  been  in  ufc  that  are 
not  contained  exprelTly  and  littcrally  in  Elizabeth^  but  which  were  in  ulc  in 
Edward's  Time,  and  bcfor-c  his  Tinie  too  j  but  then  Elizabeth  enjoins  every 
Fellow  and  Scholar  to  fwcar  at  his  Admiflion,  that  he  will  keep  the  iMidmiiUs 
conjuifudmes  Col/egH:  So  they  arc  by  Elizabeth's  Authority  ^  and  if  fuch 
■Cuftoms,  bccaufe  they  were  in  Edward's  Time  likcwife,  can  prove  his  Sta- 
tutes to  be  yet  in  Force,  they  will  equally  prove,  that  the  Statutes  of  all  the 
Colleges  in  England  arc  in  Force  in  'trinity ;  nay,  even  thofc  of  alj  Colleges 
beyond  Sea :  for  there  can  be  no  Inftitution  of  any  Colleges  fo  contrived,  but  ic 
will  have  (bcnething  in  it  confwm  to  the  hiftitution  of  every  other  Ci^egc; 
and  fuch  common  Culhxns  are  obferved,  not  by  Force  of  EdatfirtTs  Statute^ 
hut  as  they  are  eflential  to  the  very  Nature  of  fuch  Infticutioiisy  and  conib- 
qucntly  of  univerfal  Ufc  and  Pra£iicc  in  all  Colleges. 

I3C  But  it  is  £ud,  that  anOfficeofPi»fi^jf<i/«r,Overfrer5  oftiicBake-hoiilb 
and  Brew-houfe,  had  been  and  is  in  pradice  h-om  Edward's  Appointment 
there  bcii%  none  in  Elizabeth ;  but  this  too  is  a  Miftake,  there  is  no  foch 
Office  neither  in  Eiizabetb  nor  Edward:  In  both  thefe  Statutes,  the  Catc  of 
the  Bread  and  Beer  is  enjoined  to  the  two  Burfar's,  Curare  utfalubris  Cibus 
^Puiojit :  Afterwards  during  Elizabeth's  Reign,  the  College  built  chemiclvcs 
a  Bake-hou&  and  Brew-houle,  having  had  none  before,  and  appointed  one 
of  the  Fellows  Ovcticei:,  to  be  chofcn  Annually.  The  firft  Book  of  Accounts 
is  in  1568,  nine  Years  after  the  Date  of  Elizabeth;  and  the  difkPandoxaior 
that  cntred  his  Name  in  the  Coll^  Subfcription-Book,  is  ^thony  Wimr- 
feU,  1586. 

X.  Upon  the  whole  then  it  is  plain  in  Fa£l,  that  nothing  of  Edward  has 
been  continued  in  ufc,  either  contrary  or  (u  peradded  to  Elizabeth  j  neither,  as 
is  believed,  can  thofc,  that  have  examined  all  the  CoUegc-Bo(rfcs,  exhibit  the 
jmalicft  Inllance  ofity  and  its  equally  plain  that  in  Right  none  oi^ht  to  have 
contitMied,  all  Edward's  Statutes  bdng  abfolutely  repealed  and  null,  as  wiH 
krther  appear  by  Queen  Elizabeth's  Pteamblc  to  her  Statutes,  and  the  Ob- 
leirvations  thereon.

She  (ays  that  flie  had  given  the  College  Saluberrimas  InJiitutioneSy  ut  nihil 
jam  abJit.  If  nothing  was  wanting  to  her  Statutes,  what  need  any  Re- 
xrourfe  to  Edwards  ?  Eas InJiitutionesUniverfas  in  hunc  Libellum  colligi  cura^ 
vimus.  How  can  all  the  Laws  in  force  in  that  Society  be  (aid  to  be  in  hunc 
Libellum  colligi y  {{Edward's  were  in  force,  which  are  not  in  that  Book?  But 
(ince  (lie  declares,  all  our  Statutes  univer&l  are  contained  in  her  Book,  how 
can  or  dare  we  (eek  for  more  in  Edward?  ^em  librum  quaji  perfeElam  mo- 
rum  Gf  Studiorum  Regulam  commendamus;  if  her  Statutes  arc  in  theni(elves  a 
perfeSl  and  compleat  Rule  for  our  ConduSl  and  StudieSy  to  fuppiy  them  out  of 
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Edivards  is  to  charge  them  with  ImperfeSiion.  She  comprized  all  the  Leges 
peculiare$  bujus  DomuSy  in  one  Book,  utjaciliorem  animadverficnem  baberent^ . 
that  they  might  be  eajier  known  and  objerveds  but  they  cannot  be  obferved 
without  the  utmoO  Difficulty,  if  upon  every  Statute  of  hers  wc  muft  conftik 
Edwari'sy  to  fee  whether  fon^ething  may  be  fupcradded  there.  Laftfyj  6ys 
(he,  eundem  Libellum^  ut  inviolattis  ^JacrofanBus  effepoffit^  magna  figilb  nojfn 
jingiia  communivmus.    But  how  is  her  Book  kept  inviolate  and  facrei^ 
if  it  muft  be  mixed  and  contaminated  in  every  part  of  it  with  EihoanTs  ?  No  * 
Words  can  be  invented  by  Man  ftronger  than  thefe  her  Exprefliom,  to  fig-- 
nifie  that  her  Statutes  were  the  Sole  that  (hould  govern  us,  and  (he  die  on^ 
Vifitor }  and  therefore  (he  firft  ftylcd  it,  Regalem  nofiramDomemy  our  Royal 
College ;  which  Edward  could  not  do  after  he  had  (imk  it  to  Epiicopal. 

XL  None,  furely,  wiU  adventure  on  a  bold  and  new  Aflcrtion,  that  £</- 
wards  arc  ftill  in  Force ,  becaufe  Elizabeth  had  no  Power  1:^  Law  to 
abrogate  and  anull  them :  Edward's,  at  that  rate,  are  alone  in  Force,  atui 
Elizaieth's  arc  waft  Paper ;  not  only  the  College,  bUt  all  our  Princes,  all  the 
Chie&  of  the  Law,  who  have  fince  drawn  up  the  (cvcral  Patents,  have  afted 
then  and  (ince,  without  and  againft  the  Law  for  (b  many  Generations.  This 
is  too  abfurd  to  need  a  Confutation-,  not  only  Queen  Elizabeth  h^A  then 
lawful  Authority  to  abrogate  all  Edward's  at  once,  but  both  (he  herfclf,  and 
all  her  Royal  Succeflbrs  have,  from  time  to  time,  as  Occafion  required,  ex- 
erciied  the  like  Authority  over  her  own  Statutes.  - 

XIL  El  I  z.  in  Stat.  3  y.  enjoins,  that  no  Leafe  of  any  Rcftory  be  made  for  a- 
hove  the  Term  of  ten  Years ;  but  (he,  in  the  thirty  eighth  of  her  Reign,  hj 
Lettecs  under  the  Great  Seal,  extended  that  Term  to  twenty  Years,  and  (o 
thofe  Leafes  have  been  let  ever  Gnce,  DiSlas  Claufulas  &Sententias  annulla^ 
wus  &  caffamus  ac  deinceps  expungendas  Gf  penitus  delenJas  ejfe  decemimus 
So  free  fte  made  with  her  own  Statute,  when  (he  was  informed  of  its  In- 
convenience. 

Eliz.  in  Stat.  8.  confined  the  Number  of  Concionatores  to  twelve,  but 
Jamesl.  An.Reg.^.  gave  ex plenitudine potejlatis  under  the  Great  Seal,  a  ^ 
Pdwer  to  the  College  to  add  four  more  to  that  Number. 

Eliz.  orders  in  Stat.  41.  That  if  any  Fellow  of  Trinity  was  made  one  of 
the  three  Regius  Profeflbrs,  he  (hould  lofe  all  the  Emoluments  of  his  Fellow- 
flup,  and  detnceps  Socii  nomen  folum  teneat.    But  Charles  11. -An.  Reg.  13. . 
under  the  Broad  Seal  annulled  that  Claufe,  and  allowed  them  the  Profits  of 
their  Fellow(hip,  as  well  as  the  Name. 

Eliz.  in  Stat.  39.  ordains,  That  if  the  Mafter  of  the  College  marry,  he 
immediately  (hall  lofe  his  Mafterfhip,  ^  Collegii  Magifter  matrimonium  con- 
traxerity  immediate  Collegium  penitus  amittat.    But  this  Clau(c  has  been  of- 
ten 
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^tcn  fuperfeded  by  her  Succeflfors  under  the  Great  Seal,  as  by  Cbarlesl.  in 
the  Pel  foil  of  Dv.  Comber^  by  Charles  II.  in  the  Perfon  of  Dr.  Pearjon^  by^/A 
Ham  III.  in  the  Perfon  of  Dr.  Benfley . 

XIII.  Tis  obfervable  here,  that  thefe  feveral  Princes  annulled,  caflatcd  or 
fuperfedcd  thofe  feveral  Claufo,  as  they  ftand  in  Elizabeth's  Statutes  alone ; 
and  yet  the  (ame  Ciaufes  in  Senfe  are  contained,  and  are  yet  extant  in  this 
Body  of  Edward's.  Why  then  did  not  thefe  Princes  annul  and  caflate  thefe 
Claufes,  tarn  in  Statutis  Edvardi  quam  Elizabetha^  both  in  Elizabeth  and 
Edward  too?  For  if  Edward's  were  ftill  in  Force,  tho*  Elizabeth's  Claufes 
were  caflated,  Edward's  would  ftill  remain,  and  fruftrate  thofe  Princes  Inten- 
tions. It  \s  plain  therefore,  that  fince  Edward's  were  not  caflated  too,  all 
thofe  (ucceflive  Princes,  all  the  chief  of  the  Profeflion  that  drew  up  thofe  fe- 
veral Letters  Patents,  all  the  Lords  Chancellors  that  put  the  Great  Seal  to 
them,  never  once  conceived  or  apprehended  that  Edward's  Statutes  had  ei- 
ther Force  or  Exiftence,  or  indeed  any  of  thofe  Mafters  for  whofe  Benefit 
thofe  Patents  were  given. 

XIV.  Upon  the  whole,  in  this  perfed  complete  Body  of  ElizabefFs  Sta- 
tutes, in  which  mhiiabejl^  nothing  is  wanting^  the  46  Edw.  de  Vifitatore  is 
wholly  left  out :  So  that  this  46  Edw.  is  not  wanting  to  Eliz.  but  was  ju* 
dicioufly  rcjedcd,  to  refume  the  Vifitatorial  Power  to  the  Crown,  which 
Power  the  Crown  has  excrcifed  conftantly  in  many  Inftances  bdides  thofe 
abovc-mention'd,  which  could  not  have  been  excrcifed,  had  not  the  Crown 
been  vefted  with  that  Vifitatorial  Power.  Now  as  the  Biihop  can  haive  no 
fiKrh  Power,  otherwife  than  as  a  Gift  frofn  the  Crown,  and  no  foch  Gift  be- 
ii^  made  in  Elizabeth's  Statutes,  nor  fuice,  it  clearly  foUoWs  that  dieBifliojp 
has  no  fuch  Power. 
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N^  II.  Ohfervattom  on  Elizabeth'^  40**"  Statute. 

T^UT  it  has  of  late  been  objcfted,  that  though  Elizabeth  took  away 
Xj  what  Edward  had  given  to  the  Biflieps  of  Efy^  (he  made  Amends  in 
x^ckring  them  Vifitots  by  a  Statute  of  her  own.

This  Scacuce  is  extant  in  Elizabetby  even  in  the  Original  under  the  Broad 
Seal,  but  that  it  does  not  give  the  Bifliop  of  Ely  any  general  ViOtatorial  Pow- 
er over  the  College,  appears  plainly  fix)m  the  Statute  itfelf^  and  the  conftant 
Uiagc  of  the  CoBegp  fince.  Nay,  that  even  as  to  that  Power  which  it  gives 
the  Bifliop  over  the  Mafter  alone,  that  even  in  that  it  has  been  efteemed  null 
and  void  from  the  firft  Date,  and  look'd  on  as  crept  in  by  Overfight  of  th^ 
Queen's  CommifTioners  thefe  Confiderations  may  plainly  evince;. 

I.  That  as  the  Bifhop  is  Judge  and  Vifitor  of  the  Mafter  alone  by  this  Sta- 
tute, he  capnot  be  Mquus  JudeXy  both  Parties  not  being  under  his  Jurif- 
didion:  confequently  dio'  the  Mafter  be  ^Uely  calumniated,  he  can  make 
him  no  Reparatioa  either  in  the  Expenfes  he  may  be  put  to  thereby,  or  by 
punifliing  his  Defamers :  And  'tis  not  only  unknown  in  ours  or  any  other 
Nation,  that  in  any  Cafe  whatfoever  any  Perfbn  ever  Cite  as  Judge  in  any 
Tryal,  where  both  the  Parties  in  Conteft  were  not  under  his  furifflidfion  j  but 
it  is  contrary  to  the  fixed  Rules  of  natural  Equity  and  common  Juftice,  that 
the  Judges  can  only  punifli  a  Perfon  if  guilty,  but  make  him  no  Reparation 
if  faUely  and  groundlefly  accufed. 

Befides  it's  pretty  odd,  and  unknown  to  the  Laws  of  this  Land,  both  now 
and  in  Queen  Elizabeth's  Time,  that  the  Mafter  fliould  be  tried  before  a 
Bifliop  of  £^  for  High-Treafon,  for  Houfe-Breaking,  for  Wilful  Murder,  Gfr. 
Was  not  the  Court  in  jyeJiminfer^Ually  or  fomc  fecular  Judicature 

then,. 
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then,  as  well  as  now'  the  Judges  for  llich  Crimes  ?  'Tis  favoiiriiblc  how- 
ever CO  the  Mafter  that  he  is  only  to  be  expelled  inftead  of  being  hanged. 
This  Statute,  Co  abfiird,  could  not  have  pafi'd  upon  the  Conimillioners,  but 
by  Inadvertency  and  Surprize  They  had  taken  away  the  Statute  de  Fi/iiaton\ 
and  leeing  no  other  with  the  like  Title  they  ovcrlook'd  this. 

II..  But  let  it  be  in  Force  or  otherwife,  it  makes  the  BiHiop  Vifitor  of  the 
Marter  alone,  not  of  any  of  the  Fellows,  and  that  Power  is  circumfcntied 
with  very  (trid  Conditions.  The  Mafter  if  he  difpleaics  the  College  Officer? 
in  his  Conduft,  is  once  and  twice  to  be  admonifh'd  by  the  major  Part  of 
them  with  all  Lenity  and  Moderation-,  if  ftill  the  Mafter  does  not  alter,  the 
Vice-mafler  and  major  Part  of  Seniors  arc  to  lay  the  Matter  before  the  Bi- 
fhop,  who  is  to  examine  it  carefully  and  decide  it  with  Equity. 

III.  That  this  Statute  of  Elizabeth  has  had  no  more  Force  than  thofe 
of  Edwardy  nor  ever  been  conceiv'd  to  give  the  Biftiop  the  leaft  Power  over 
the  College  in  general,  will  bcft  appear  from  Hiftory  and  Experiment.  It 
has  now  exifted  from  i  $^^.  and  never  yet  been  put  in  ufe  by  the  Bifliops  of 
Ely  once ;  there  has  not  wanted  Occalion  in  a  Century  and  half  The  Ma- 
fters  of  the  beft  pofthumous  Charafters^  had  in  their  feveral  Times  arear 
Squabbles  with  feme  of  their  Fellows.  Dr.  Whitgift^  afterwards  Archbifliop 
of  Canterbury^  had  long  Contenrions  with  Mr.  Cartwright^  Margaret  Pro- 
feftbr,  and  a  great  Party  of  the  Houfe  that  Cartwright  drew  after  him. 
Wbitgift  at  laft  expelled  him,  not  ftridtly  according  to  Statute;  yet  Cart- 
•wrigbt  and  his  Friends  never  once  applied  to  the  Biffiop  of  Ely,  but  to  Cecil,, 
Chancellor  of  the  Uuiverfity,  where  they  found  no  RedrcS.  This  is  at 
large  related  in  tlic  Hifory  of  Dr.  Stripe. 

Dr.  Beaumont,  Mafter  in  Elizabeth's  Time,  has  his  Memory  tranfmitted.' 
down  with  a  great  Charader  in  the  College  Regifter  of  Founders,  Benefa- 
Gtors  and  Mafters,  Jimultates  tamen  cum  futs  exercuit  plures,  neque  de  re£for 
tamen  gradu  deje£fus  ejl  per  ullos  Adverfariorum  Infultus,  "  yet  had  a  grcaf 
"  many  Quarrels  with  his  Fellows,  cho'  he  was  never  beat  off  fcom.  his  good 
**  Refolurions  by  any  of  their  Infulcs."  He  was  accufed  by  his  Adverfaries  as 
Rei  Collegii  augendee  parum  catus^  "  unskilful  in  managing  and  improv- 
*'  ing  the  College  Revenues, "  a  proper  Article  to  exhibit  agairift  him  upon 
this  40'''  Statute,  and  yet  none  carried,  tha'  fo  obvious  and  fo  fliort  a  Way, 
to  the  Biihop  of  Efy. 

Dr.  Ricbardjbn,  Mafter  and  Regius  Profeflbr  of  Divinity  in  ^dmes  the 
Firft's  Time,  b  fent  down  Ukewife  with  a  vaft  Charafter,  as  equsd  to  ail  his 
Predeceflbrs  in  what  they  fingly  excelled,  to  Nevil  in  adorning  the  Edifice,  to 
Still  in  his  Care  of  the  College  Goods,  to  Wbitgift  in  the  Encour^ement  of 
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thodoKy,  CO  Cbriftopberfon  in  improving  the  Revenues,  to  Redman  in  Cout^ 
tcfy  and  Afiabilicy,  Sluis  tamen  omnious  unquam  placuit^  Cum  o£fo  jinnos 
prcefuijfety  crtminationtbm  coram  Rege  pet  it  us  eji^  quas  tile  facile  diluit.  "  But 
"  who  ever  plcafcd  all  ?  In  the  eighth  Year  of  his  Maftcrmip  fome  of  his  Fcl- 
^^  lows  accuted  him  before  the  King,  but.  he  eafily  refuted  their  Calumnies, 
^  and  returned  in  Safety  to  his  CoUcge. 

If  this  Star.  40.  had  then  been  thought  authentick,  Why  did  not  thofe 
Complaincrs  go  to  the  Bifliop  of  Ely  y  who  was  (b  near  to  be  appealed  to? 

IV,  The  Crown  always  nominates  the  Mafter  of  Trinity^  but  the  Fellows 
and  Scholars  are  chofcn  by  the  College,  Ma^ijlri  nominandi  &  eligendi  pote^ 
Jlahm  (ut  litera  patentes  de  eju/dem  Collegti  Fundati&ne  volunt)  omnim  p^ 

nes  nos  fS  fuccejores  nojlros  effe  volumus.  Is  it  credible  then  that  the 
Crown  (hould  fo  carefully  refume  to  itfeif  the  Power  over  Fellows  and  Scho- 
lars whom  it  does  not  eled,  and  abandon  the  Mafter  alone,  its  own  Eled  and 
Nominee  to  an  external  Vifitacion? 

V.  It  was  declared  by  the  late  Queen  Ann^s  Coun(el,  as  in  the  Cale  a- 
*  bovc  dated,  that  the  Crovm  was  pofleflcd  of  the  general  vilkatorial  Power. 

Now  that  general  Power  comprehends  the  whole  Society,  and  therefore  in- 
.dudes  the  Mafter  himielf?  But  how  can  the  Mafter  have  two  Vifitors,  the 
Kii^as  General,  and  the  Bifliop  as  Particular. 

yI.  a  particular  Vififor  with  Power  over  the  Mafter,  and. none  over  the 
Mafter's  Accufers,  is  a  Monfto:  no  where  eKe  to  be  feen,  a  Power  to  do  him 
Miichie^  but  none  to  do  him  Juftice.  If  die  Accufers^can  prepoflefs  fuch  a 
.Vifitor,  the  Ma(kr  may  be  expelled ;  if  they  fail,  and  all  tneir  Accu(acions 
are  found  to  be  falfe,  calumnious,  mahcious,  yet  they  go  off  untouched,  be 
has  no  Power  oyer  them:  There  is  no  fuch  Thing  as  this  in  anv  other  Col- 
in the  World;  it  feems  Non(en(e  in  the  very  Terms,  a  Juc^  over  one 
only  y  is  againft  xiatural  Right  and  Reaibn.  And  the  late  Bifliop  Fleetwood 
detefted  fudi  a  Power,  which  (eemed  to  him  onchriftian  and  inhuman ;  Evily 
without  Mixrune  of  Good* 

VIL  No  Wonder  therefore,  chat  fuch  a  Statute  as  this  has  lain  dormant 
and  u&k&  for  an  Age  and  an  half;  not  once  being  cxercifed  by  any  Bifliop  of 
Efy^  for  which  Obtoueteneis  there  was  another  good  Rea(bn. 

The  Words  in  the  Statute  are  oiAy  thefe  :  Rem  omnem  aperiant  Vijitatori 
Epifcopo  Elienfi^  and  coram  pradiBo  vifitatore  comnSlus\  Let  them  lay  the 
^ktcec  befbce  the  yfiSitm^  the  Bifliop  of  Elyy  for  the  Time  being.  There 
was  Seckfe  and  Life  in  this,  while  Edwurd^s  laft  Statute  accompanied  it,  whiefar 
conftiCHted  him.  Viikor,  Vtfitatsr  B^ijcapus  Elie^Jk.  But  chat  Statute  be** 
iog  ceje&ed  and  expuagsd  by  EUzabetby  this  Statute  immediately  became 
{ka&ldaaiSkdM^ids,  ftuftrate  ao^  null)  for  there's  no^oncence  her^  that  enads 
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aEtid'confticuces  the  BiOiop  Vifitor,  he  is  only  Obiter,  artd  incidcntaliy  called 
16,  and  then  the  Mafter  only  fubjefted  to  him.  But  furc  the  Crown  does 
not,  or  cannot  convey  Power  by  fuch  (light  Exprcflion,  over  the  College, 
where  the  very  Title  of  the  Chapter  is  relative  to  the  Mailer  only ;  and  there 
15  not  one  Word  concerning  the  College  in  the  whole  Chapter,  which  had 
the  Crown  defigned  to*  have  fubjeded  to  him,  it  would  have  declared  the 
conftituent  Words,  Vifitator  ejloy  Vifitatorem  ejfe  JiatuimuSy  or  the  like  Senfe 
cflcntial  to  fuch  a  Conveyance.  All  the  College  Statutes  in  the  Univcrfity 
have  been  confulted,  and  not  one  hiftancc  found  otherwife. 

VIII.  Another  good  Reafon  why  no  Bifliop  of  Ely  intermeddled  upon  this 
Statute,  was  this.  All  the  Matters  fucceflivdy  have  had  their  Patents  for  the 
Mafterfliip,  durante  Vita  Naturally  during  their  natural  life.  Thcfe  Pa- 
tents are  under  the  Great  Seal,  as  well  as  this  40**^  Statute  of  Elizabeth,  and 
being  all  given  by  the  Prince  Regnanty  are  fuperior  to,  aitd  cxtinguifli  this  old  ^ 
one.  Would  any  Bifliop  of  Ely  then  undertake  to  judge  Doftor  Whitgijiy 
Doftor  Beaumont^  Dodor  Ricbard/brty  though  engaged  in  Ccdlege  Quarrels, 
to  expel  them  at  Plcaftire  with  a  Breath,  who  held  their  Place  for  Life  under 
the  Great  Seal  of  England?  As  the  Broad  Seals  permitting  the  Matter's 
Marriage,  have  fuperfedcd  Elizabeth's  39'^  Statute,  which  makes  Marriage 
a  Forfeiture  of  the  Matterfliip :  So  the  Broad  Seals  giving  the  Place,  durante 
Vitay  have  vacated  this  40'^  Statute,  which  fubjefts  them  to  the  Biifaops  of 
Ely.  A  notable  Inttance  of  which,  is  a  Claafe  in  Fhilip  and  Marf%  Statute,  - 
about  the  Royal  Profeflbrs,  but  not  extant  now  in  Elizabeth%  by  which  the 
Univerfity  is  governed.*  After  the  Rehear(al  of  feveral  Faults,  which  inair- 
red  (hould  vacate  a  Profeflbr's  Pliacc,  Mary  adds;  Autjiquando  apud  nos  aut  "^ 
Succejfores  no/irasy  proLitctis  Patentibbs,  quo  locum  fuum  durante  Vitaihabeaf^ 
agere  vel  egije  comperiatury  locoJuoomninopri'Deturi  "  orif  he  isfound  (bUi- 
"  citing,  either  us  or  our  Succeflbrs,  to  obtain  Letters  Pacents  whereby  to  hold  his 
**  Place  for  Life,  let  him  prefently  lofe  his  Place.'*  What  can  this  Caufe  mean  lefs, 
than  that  fuch  Letters;  with  durante  Vitay  would  have  fruftrated  all  the  pre- 
ceding Reafons  for  turning  him  out.  And  from  hence  it  appears,  why  E//- 
zabethy  when  flie  added  durante  Vtta  to  the  Matters  Patents,  commands  the 
College  Officers,  ut  admittant  in  perpetuum  Magifirum  Collegii  ^rinitatis; 
that  they  (hould  admit  him  perpetual  Mafter  of  Trinity  0?/%^,  which  JSd- 
wardy  who  had  nude  the  Biftiop  Vifitor,  did  not,  and  could  iiot  call  him. 

IX;  But  here  it  may  be  faid,  that  Dodor  John  Morey  late  Bifliop  of  Efyy 
did  aftually  vifit  upon  this  4c'**  Statute,  and  the  prefent  Mafter  fubmitted  to 
that  Vifitation.  The  Matter  of  Fa£t  is  this:  A  Party  in  the  College,  difplca- 
fed  at  fome  Regulations  endeavoured  by  the  Mafter,  began  to  talk  of  this  40'** 
Statute,  and  to  cabal  about  complaining  fo  the  Bifliop.  of  Ely:    The  Mafter 

hearing. 
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hearing  of  this,  vrent  to  Bifliop  Patrick^  then  at  Efyy  to  acquaint  him  with 
thdr  De(ign.  The  Bifliop  told  htm,  he  had  never  heard  before,  that  as  Bi- 
fliop of  Efy^  he  had  any  Thing  to  do  in  the  Royal  College  of  7*rimty ; 
called  his  Secretary  to  him,  and  bid  him  feck  if  there  was  any  Precedent  of  it 
'in  the  Bifliop's  Archives:  Not  one  was  found,  not  (b  much  as  a  Copy  there 
of  Trinity  College  Statutes.  Upon  that  the  Mafter  lent  him  one,  and  for  that 
Bifliop's  Time  the  Matter  was  dropped.  But  in  his  Succeflbr  Dodor  More's 
^imc,  the  Party  found  great  Encouragement  to  apply  to  the  Bifliop:  A  vafl: 
Number  of  Articles  about  Dilapidations,  not  one  of  Immorality,  Bribery  or 
Fraud,  were  exhibited  againft: Mafter,  and  he  fummoned  to  anfwer  them;  but 
Proceedings  were  then  flopped  by  an  Inhibition  from  die  Crovra,  which 
laftcd  about  four  Years.  But  the  Mafter  feeing  that  all  Difeipline  and  Stu- 
dies would  be  loft  in  the  College,  if  that  Controverfy  was  npt  one  Way  or 
other  decided,  applied  to  the  then  Miniftry,  to  take  his  Trial  imdcr  any  Vi- 
fltor  the  Queen  would  pleafe  to  appoint;  or  if  none  would  be  ib  appointed, 
chat  he  might  have  Leave,  Salvo  Jure  RegiOy  to  be  voluntarily  tried  under 
the  Bifliop.  Upon  this  the  Inhibition  was  taken  off.  Hereupon  the  Bi- 
fliop being  then  at  fi/y,  was  applied  to  by  joint  Meflcngers  on  both  Sides 
to  make  a  Step  to  the  College,  and  there  he  might  end  the  Matter 
in  two  Days.  This  was  not  thought  fo  proper,  and  Ely  Houfe  at  London 
was  pitched  on,  for  Reafbns  affigned  that  never  appeared  there.  Inftead 
of  two  Days,  die  Tryal  lafted  at  leaft  fix  Weeks.  The  College  paid  for  it 
a  Thoufand  Pounds ;  but  the  Bifliop  dying  before  any  Thing  was  concluded, 
nothing  fliall  be  ^d  of  it,  fave  this  Remark ;  that  the  Vilitations  intended 
even  by  the  Statutes  of  Edward  VI.  were  very  diflerent  from  this,  where 
the  Ccilege  was  only  to  be  put  to  the  Expence  of  four  Pounds,  and  the 
Vifitation  to  be  in  three  Days  ended  ?  And  luch  Vifitations  arc,  as  they  were 
intended,  a  Happine^  and  Eafe  to  any  Society. 

X.  They  fcarce  fcem  ferious,  that  offer  to  affirm  that  the  Bifliop  being 
called  Vijitatorin  this  40*''  Statute,  and  manifeftly  reftrained  to  the  Mafter 
only ;  yet  in  Virtue  of  that  Name  alone  becomes  general  Vifitor  of  the  Col- 
lege, and  a  Vifitor  unlimited  and  abfolute,  confined  to  no  Rules  or  Conditi- 
ons. A  fine  Notion  indeed,  but  ftrikes  great  Diflionour  on  the  Predeceflbrs 
^f  Ely^  who  being  authorized  even  by  Elizabeth's  Statutes,  negleded  to  vifit 
for  above  1 5*0  Years.  By  this  acute  Notion  Queen  Elizabeth  was  deceived, 
and  gave  the  Bifliops  twice  as  much  Power,  as  flie  had  apprehended  flie  had 
taken  away.  But  the  Name  Vijitor  has,  per  Je^  no  certain  Signification,  v^ 
an  indefinite  Idea  of  no  comprehenfible  Meaning,  till  it  receives  it  from  the 
Words  adjund  to  it.  There's  no  Species  in  Vifitors,  they  all  are  Individuals, 
and  have  their  proper  Powers  defcribed  by  each  Founder,  Time,  Place,  Per- 
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fontf,  Things,  when  and  where,  and  whom  and  whst  to  examine.  A  Vic- 
tor nakedly  put,  by  being  every  Thing,  becomes  nothing.  Our  Language 
knows  nofucn  abftr^flied  Pctlbnj  and  no  College  in  the  World  has  fiich  a  ona;. 
in  their  Statutes.  But  let  Vifitor  fignify  whatever  it  may  elfewherc,  or  even 
here  with  Regard  to  the  Maftcr,  it  can  by  no  polTible  Conftruftion  be  extend- 
ed over  the  College,  who  are  in  no  wife  the  fubjedt  Matter  of  this  Statute  j 
nor  is  there  any  other,  where  the  Bifliop  is  once  mentioned  in  it.  It  will  occur  ■ 
to  every  one,  how  forcible  the  Argument  ufed  1^  the  Queen's  Council  is, 
that  Edward's  Statutes,  by  being  without  the  broad  Seal  now,  which  once 
was  affixed  to  them,  muft  from  thence  be  pcefumed  to  have  been  caicelled  : 
For  confidering  with  what  Zeal  Queen  Mary  (who  compiled  a  Body  of  Sta- 
tutes for  'Trinity  Collegt)  annulled  every  where  the  Regulations  made  by  Ed^ 
wardVl.  it  is  not  improbable  flic  might  vacate  them;  or  if  not,  as  the  Broad' 
Seal  was  never  in  any  one's  Memory  known  to  be  affixed  to  tlut,  nor  can  it  ■ 
well  be  cMiceived  how  it  could  be  loft  from  them,  they  having  ever  fincq 
Queen  Elizabeth's  Time  lain  untouched.  Nor  indeed  confidering  Queen 
Kitzahti's  Preamble  to  her  Statutes,  and  the  Ulage  fince,  cap  it  poffibly  be  : 
fuppded  they  were  not  cancelled  by  her. 

The  Refult  of  all  is^  that  (incc  Elizabeth  no  Bifliop  of  Ely  medled  in. 
Trinity  College  before  the  prefcnt  Mailer's  voluntary  Trial  under  Bifhop  Mors. 
Feflows  and  Scholars  have  the  King  only  for  their  Vifitor;  the  Maftcr,  if  this 
40th  Statute  be  in  force,  is  to  have  both  King  and  Biftiop  too;  That  being 
abfiird  and  impoffible,  it  was  put  as  a  Queftion  to  the  Queen's  Learned  Coun- 
cil, whether  the  Crown  could  not  take  from  the  Bilhop  that  imagined  Powcc^ 
over  the  Maftcr  by  Letters  Patent  under  the  great  Seal:  And  the  Anfwer  w^is, 
that  by  Letters  under  the  Great  Seal,  the  Queen  might  anul  this  40'^  Sta-  ; 
tutc,  the  Caufe  of  the  Difturbance,  and  make  the  Crown  fde  Vi(itor  of  the 
Mafter  as  well  as  the  College,  if  the  College  accepted  them.  Right ;  and  that  ' 
the  College  now  defircs  and  petitions  for.  But  in  rcverfc,  if  the  King  (liould  i' 
be  induced  to  g?ve  the  Right  of  the  Crown  by  Letters  Patents  to  the  Biftiop,  ( 
the  College,  to  fay  the  leaft,  would  have  the  extreameft  Reludancy  to  ac- 
cept fuch  Letters,  they  being  thereby  abjoin'd  from  the  more  immediate  Care 
of  the  Ctown,  which  from  the  Date  oi  Elizabeth's  Statutes  to  thisDay, 
has  been  always  thought  to  have  the  Vifitatorial  Power  over  them,  and  has 
accordingly  cxcrcifed  it. 

And  what  Need,  what  Utility,  what  Politick  to  abandon  the  ancient  Right 
of  the  Crown  ?  The  Bifliop  has  three  principal  Colleges  already  under  bis 
fijil  Vifitatorial  Power ;  More  than  any  other  Bifhop  or  Archbiftiop  in  the  Kingj 
dom ;  the  Crown  has  but  referved  this  one  in  Cambridge^  and  another  in 
Oscford^  which  probably  was  the  Reafon  Queen  Elizabeth  tcaffumcd  that ' 
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i  over  ^trinity  College,  that  in  cadi  Univttfity  the  Urgeft 
\da  chc  Influence,  and  more  particularly  a  Reception  (be 
>vheh  thofe  Scats  of  Learning  ihould  be  honoured  with 

"ixrfbrc  declared  under  dicir  Common  Seal  in  their  Peti- 
as  they  now  do,  that  they  do  not  dcfire  to  avoid  any  "Ih- 
orthcir  Society,  or  the  Conduil  of  any  Members  there- 
lefirous  that  the  fame  may  be  made  by  any  legal  Aucho- 
luthority,  or  general  Vifitatorial  P«wer  over  them,  for 
ncntioned,  they  apprehend  to  be  vetted  in  the  Kings  of 
eflbrs  to  the  Royal  rounder  of  thdr  Society, 
deitrmined,  as  the  Society  hope  it  will,  by  the  King's 
ivy  Council,  the  Maftcc  and  Fellows  of  the  (aid  Society, 
cir  own  Honour,  and  in  Jufticc  to  tl/ahfelvcs ,  humbly 
o  befcech  his  Majcfty  to  condeTccnd  td  nominate  Com- 
id  inquire  into  the  State  of  the  faid  Society;  or  if  it  it  be 
etcrmined  by  the  Honourable  Privy  Council ,  they  hope. 
Crown  is  in  queftion,  an  IJfue  at  Law,  or  Cudh  other  Me-t 
Horn  fliall  fcem  moft  proper,  will  be  by  them  directed;  fo 
low  depending,  whether  the  Crown  or  the  Bifliop  of  £^ 
lie  general  Yilitor,  may  receive  a  full  and  a  proper  Dcceimination. 
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
